The Safe Place 
volunteer or staff member 
will arrive to talk with the 
youth and transport him or 
her to the agency for counsel- 
ing, support, a place to stay or 
other resources. The Safe 
Place businesses in Michigan 
include police departments, 
fast food restaurants, conven- 
ience stores, public schools, 
youth organizations and sev- 
eral other community and | 
retail outlets. ! 

More than 16,000 sites 
across the country extend the 
doors of local youth shelters 
by displaying the Safe Place 
sign or decal on their premis- 
es.

Romulus residents and the 
police department received good 
news last week when an FBI 
report indicated crime was on the 
decline in the city. 

The FBI Uniform Crime 
Report, called “Crime in the 
United States” was recently 
released to the public — specifical- 
ly for small communities, although 
it was far behind schedule. 

Last year the report, which con- 
tains an analysis of data that is 
self-reported from local police 
departments, showed that in 


Romulus, both violent and proper- 


ty crimes were trending down- 
ward from measurements taken 
in 2006 — even though the estimat- 
ed population inched upward for 





the same time period. 

Administrative Police Lt. John 
Leacher said he couldn’t point to 
one aspect that may have given 
Romulus better results. 

“If I had to say one thing that 
has improved, it would be commu- 
nication among individual units, 
which was made a priority several 
years ago, and as far as I know, is 
still a priority,” he said. 

“In the detective bureau, we 
became a little better at relaying 
information to those patrol offi- 
cers on the front lines,” he said. 
“We were able to help get them 
where we knew crime. would like- 
ly occur” 

The data shows that 138 known 
violent crimes — which are classi- 
fied as murder, manslaughter, 
rape, and assault — occurred from 
January to December 2007 in the 
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FBI Crime Statistics — Romulus

GM job 
losses a 
concern

City officials and residents are 
obviously apprehensive regarding 
the recent announcement that there 
would be 1,900 more layoffs at 
General Motors stamping and pow- 
ertrain facilities. 

The automaker, which was hit 
hard by lagging sales and downgrad- 
ed stock prices, operates an engine 
plant on Ecorse Road that employs 
several residents, and serves as the 
largest taxpayer in the city. 

Though its not clear how many 
layoffs there would be at the plant, 
or if there would be any at all, offi- 
cials at city hall have more than a 
passing interest in the ate of the Big 
Three automakers and the likely 
bailout that could ensure solvency 
for the manufacturers. 

“We have not heard from anyone 
over at GM, and we have no idea 
what will happen there,” said Tim 
Keyes, city economic development 
director : 

Calls made to the GM Ecorse 
Road facility went unreturned 
Tuesday. However it’s highly unlike- 
ly that there would be a closing of 
the facility because it produces in- 
demand engines for many success- 
ful vehicles, officials said. 

The Romulus Engine facility pro- 
duces several popular engines. 
Workers there make more than 1 
million engines per year. 

The number of automotive facto- 
ries — especially in Wayne County - 
has officials concerned that there 
could be a number of vacant facili- 
ties that would be redeveloped if 
they were closed. 

This week, four mayors — Livonia 
Mayor Jack Kirksey, Warren Mayor 
James Fouts, Sterling Heights 
Mayor Richard Notte and Dearborn 
Mayor Jack O’Reilly — indicated that 
they would like to see redevelop- 
ment funds set aside by the federal 
government for local governments 
should the massive bailout that 
could save a cowed U.S. auto indus- 
try leave a group of factories with- 
out a tenant. 

The aid would be based on a per- 
centage of the assessed value of the

Kelly Boelter, the former execu- 
tive director of the Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce, still does 
not understand the reasons she was 
recently fired from her job. 

Boleter was told, she said, that 
the firing was in based on “poor job 
performance” but she says she finds 
that difficult to accept in light ef the 

circumstances. 

“Tm so confused by so many dif- 
ferent things,” said Boelter. “I was 
fired for job performance, which 
wasn't near true because of all the 
positive feedback I received, 
including from the chamber presi- 
dent and the chamber president 
elect.” 

Boelter, who was fired on Oct. 30, 
started at the Belleville chamber 
last March. She said she felt her 
performance did not merit firing 
and that she was the right person 


“T thought it was a joke,” she 
said. “Vicki (the board president) 
looked upset as if she didn’t want to 
do it. It was extremely emotional 
because I thought I was going to 
retire from that job,” said Boelter. 
“By talking to the board members it 
all came clear what it was about. I 
loved that board, I thought they 
were great people—they are all vol- 
unteers.” 

Boelter said no one ever spoke to 
her prior to her release about prob- 
lems with job performance. Before 
she was fired, she said she was 
working on the chamber Christmas 
program and was constantly 
‘praised’ about the newsletter. 

“T did a good job and I got a lot of 
feedback on how much I learned,’ 
Boelter said. “I also received a lot of 
support from the community. I don’t 
plan on hiding my head because I 
did nothing wrong. I miss my job. 
Being a chamber member is such a 
benefit; it can only help a business. 

“T can’t believe it’s over,” she 


said. “I’m starting a whole new 
adventure now.’ 

Members of the Chamber board 
remained unavailable for comment 
on the situation. 

Lianne Clair, a Van Buren 
Township trustee, will take over as 
the interim executive director of 
the chamber. She said she was not 
hired for the position, but is there 
on a consulting basis to assess, eval- 
uate and report back to the cham- 
ber board. 

‘TI could be hired on, but I could 
do employee relations on a consult- 
ing basis,” Clair said. 

Clair, owner of Lianne I. Clair 
Administrative and Consulting 
Purposes, has done past work with 
the Huron Library System and was 
a controller for the Library 
Network. Her term will end with 
Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees soon, and was approached 
for consulting services by the 
Belleville Area Chamber of 
Commerce board, she said.

Clair said she considers 
Boelter’s firing and her interim 
position to be completely separate 
issues. Clair also resigned from her 
position on the executive chamber 
board, as well, she said. |

An official at Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
is getting kudos for her efforts this week. 

The Michigan Aeronautics Commission 
(MAC) has ‘honored Susy Heintz Avery, direc- 
tor of state government relations for the 
Wayne County Airport Authority, with the 2008 
MAC Award of Excellence. 

Heintz Avery was given the award for her 
work with the Michigan Legislature in for- 
warding along federal funding to state air- 

ports. 

Authorization to pass along the federal 
funds became caught up in a dispute in the 
Legislature about funding for colleges and 
universities. State airports had applied for 
and won the federal funding, but the Michigan 
Legislature needed to act to accept and for- 
ward the funds to airports. 


“Last fiscal year, with construction season 
fast approaching, state airports were operat- 
ing in the frustrating predicament of not 
knowing whether the federal funding for our 
projects would be passed along by the 
Michigan Legislature or not,” said Wayne 
County Airport Authority CEO Lester 
Robinson. 

“IT am proud of the diplomacy and hard 
work of our airport’s Susy Avery who was the 
key individual in releasing these aviation 
funds to airports across the State of 
Michigan,” he added. 

Heintz-Avery said she’s honored by the 
recognition. 

“T accept this award on behalf of all of my 
counterparts in Michigan’s aviation communi- 
ty who worked very hard to convey a positive 
message to legislators,’ said Avery. “Capital 
improvements at airports create local busi- 
ness opportunities and jobs that cannot be

outsourced.” 

More than $24 million was at risk for 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport projects— 
including reconstruction of a taxiway impor- 
tant to the timely opening of the new North 
Terminal. 

Nearly $10 million hung in the balance for 
projects at Willow Run. Statewide $167.5 mil- 
lion in capital projects was at risk. Many other 
officials from airports across the state joined 
with Avery in this effort. 

“Susy Avery played a central role in work- 
ing with the Legislature and the Michigan 
Department of Transportation to pass this 
important funding legislation,” said MAC

~“One thing that I would say is 
that we have good intel (intelli- 
gence) from the schools, where 
some of this kind of thing occurs, 
and we have excellent resource 
officers,” he said. 

Property crime — classified as 
burglary, larceny and theft, motor 
vehicle theft, and arson - are 
crimes that the department con- 
cedes were at levels that were 
unacceptable in 2006. 

However, last year, the num- 
bers came down. 

In total, the number of property 
crimes dipped significantly, from 
1,026 known incidents in 2006 to 
975 in 2007. 

One crime that did not see a 
decrease was automobile theft, 
which spiked by 36 reports this 
year. 

Leacher said the level of prop- 





erty crime is almost always driven 
by economic factors. 

“A few days ago we had a case 
of Iraq War veterans who were 
stealing copper piping, and they 
did it because they were trying to 
put food on the table,” he said. 
“(The economy) doesn’t make it 
any less wrong, and we certainly 
don’t condone it, but it’s more or 
less a sign of the times in 
Michigan.” 

Overall, city officials are happy 
with the news that crime is down. 

“With the economy the way it 
has been for awhile, a lot of com- 
munities saw crime go up,” he 
said. “I think we’re very fortunate 
that crime is down — I think it 
shows the police are doing a good 
job. 

“It’s always good for everybody 
involved if the city has a lowered 
crime rate,’ Mayor Alan Lambert 
added. 

The FBI Uniform Crime 
Reporting System measures 
crime levels in communities 
nationwide to help law enforce- 
ment personnel focus their efforts 
on community-specific issues that 
need to be addressed.

Getting fit has been big news in 
the city of Romulus. 

At the new Romulus Athletic 
Center, more than 130 residents are 
currently taking part in the 
‘Wayor’s Fitness Challenge,’ a take- 
off on the popular NBC reality show 
‘The Biggest Loser. 

Introduced by Mayor Alan 
Lambert earlier this year, residents 
have lost 300 pounds, said Tim 
Keyes, who helped organize the 
event. 

“This program is set up so peo- 
ple can weigh in at the end,’ he 
said. Eighty-five people have 
already weighed in. When you think 
of how much weight they've actually 
lost, it’s quite significant.” 

The mayor’s fitness challenge, 
which is open to adults 18 and older, 
began Oct. 6 and will continue 
through Noy. 23. At the end of the 
program, the male and female con-

winners. Prizes will be awarded to 


the first, second and third biggest 


losers. 
Mayor Alan Lambert — a former 


police officer, outdoorsman and fit- 
ness buff — said losing weight is 
about more than aesthetics. 

“Growing up, I was taught that 
life has its ups and downs -— so this 
challenge is all about bringing the 
pounds down and the heart rate 
up,” he said. 

“T have always believed that 
good health helps build strong fami- 
lies. One of the best partners in the 
fitness challenge is the Romulus 
Athletic Center, which is a great 
venue for exercise. Our fitness chal- 
lenge has gotten great response this 
year, and we’re happy to help the 
citizens of Romulus meet their 
health goals and continue living a 
healthy lifestyle today and into the 
future,” he added. 


So far, Lambert has lost 10 


pounds. 

As part of the program, Weight 
Watchers representatives were 
brought in to meet with the partici- 
pants to conduct classes on the 
importance of exercise and nutri- 
tion, and provide’ support. 
Participants are also asked to avail 
themselves of the equipment at the 
athletic center. Exercise routines 
are built ‘on the same principles as 
the TV show — strength and cardio. 


Trainers who work at the club 
track the progress and workouts of 
the participating individuals. 

A lack of exercise that has seem- 
ingly pervaded the culture in the 
United States has taken a toll, and 
not only in terms of self-esteem. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control’s Behavioral Risk 
Surveillance System, about 27.7 of 
Michigan residents could be 
described as overweight or obese. 

There is also a national weight 
problem that has other costs — in 
dollars and when it comes to per- 
sonal well-being. The American 
Heart Association estimates that 
142 million people over the age of 
20 are significantly overweight or 
obese, which leads to never-before- 
seen numbers of people with pre- 
mature heart disease and type II 
diabetes.

Brown’s family filed a lawsuit in 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
against Atlantis today citing negli- 
gence and a sexually hostile work 
environment.

Playhouse. The management at 
the Landing Strip was unreach- 
able for comment Tuesday.

An employee of the Atlantis 
Club in Lincoln Park denied cul- 
pability for the incident that led to 
Stephanie Brown's death, and said 
that the victim never worked for 
the club. 


“(Brown) never really worked 
here; she tried to work here and 
had a fake L.D.,” said Tammy, an 
employee of the club who declined 
to give her last name. 

“The incident that took place 
actually took place in Melvindale, 
in a hotel room... . it’s going to be 
interesting to see how all.of this 
plays out.” 

The man who gave Brown the 
cocaine was convicted for delivery 
of a controlled substance, and is 
serving jail time.

Careful 
study 
needed 


Members of the Northville City 
Council, the Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority (DDA) board and 
planning commission got together 
Monday night to discuss an amend- 
ment to the borders of the DDA 
District. 

This idea had a bit of a quirky 
beginning. It started with the suc- 
cessful—and ultimately temporary— 
move of the Friday night concert 
series to the green space behind 
Northville City Hall while the new 
town square was under construction. 
Add to that the desire to get some 
additional funding for activities at 
Mill Race Village and the urge to add 
Gardenviews into the district—it’s 
currently on the wrong side of the 
street—and it makes sense to take a 
look at the borders of the district and 
plan for the future. 

We have concerns about this 
issue, which is admittedly in the 
early, early stages. We don’t want the 
DDA district to grow larger than its 
budget can sustain. We’re concerned 
about adding in some of the residen- 
tial portions that were discussed and 
putting an additional tax levy on 
property owners. An additional 2 
mills was added onto properties 
within the DDA in 1998. That has 
since been rolled back to 1.836 mills, 
but that would be levied to all prop- 
erties within the Tax Increment 
Financing (TIF) district, if they are 
included in the expansion. 

There can be benefits in adding 
area like the green space behind city 
hall, the historical village and even 
property along Northville Road, 
should it factor into many of the 
things the planning commission is 
striving for (The ‘river walk’ leading 
from the village to Northville Downs 
sounds particularly intriguing.) It 
also makes sense to look at the area 
including and surrounding the 
Foundry Flask and Belanger proper- 
ty, too, as those would be prime areas 
for redevelopment and they are near 
the gateway to the downtown area. 
To add in the senior center—which 
would also include the Northville 
school property—and the Northville 
Downs area might be taking things a 
bit too far.

That 
flaw was the failure of not incorpo- 
rating within the Walker plan a fall- 
back position that would address the 
possibility of a failure. in securing 
long term stable financing that 
would have ensured completion of 
the project. 

Due to Walker’s decision to aban- 
don its grocery store plan, coupled 
with the recent collapse of many 
American financial institutions, per- 
haps the City of Belleville has inad- 
vertently escaped a disastrous situa- 


tion. Had the city and Walker been ° 


successful last year in securing those 
14 homes and other buildings, and 
had those properties been removed 
from local tax rolls, and had Walker 
initiated its development plan and 
then decided to abandon it, today the 
city could nave been faced not only 
with the loss of previous tax rev- 
enues but could also have faced the 
unhappy circumstance of having to

Canton runners lead way to title

Late in the first quarter Canton 
sophomore running back Davion 
Stackhouse leapt over Saline 
defenders to pick up a few yards 
and kept the Canton offense rolling 
forward. 

It was a flashy, if not risky, move 
for the usually safe and cautious 
Canton ground game. 

Stackhouse eventually scored 
on a one-yard plunge to help his 
Chiefs swat the Hornets, 42-21, and 
capture the district crown at home 
on Friday night. 

Then again, it's not that unusual 
for the Chiefs to keep defenders 
guessing with their misdirectional 
move-the-ball-at-all-costs ground 
attack. Stackhouse just did what he

Friday was Stackhouse's day. He 
accounted for 233 of the team's 
rushing yards and four touch- 
downs. 

But any night could belong to 
anyone in the Canton backfield. 

Senior running back Kiere 
Daniels added 131 yards on 13 
attempts and a score. Junior Adam 
Payter-known to lead the pack sev- 
eral times this season-had 53 yards. 
Junior quarterback Kevin Delapaz 
ran for 47 and junior Ron Gaudi 
added seven late in the game. 

The first half was back and forth 
as the teams traded scores. 

Canton's running game made its 
statement early, when the Chiefs 
scored on a 68-yard run by Daniels 
just 1:25 into the contest. Saline's 
Travis Owens pounded out a five- 
yard tally to even things up at 
seven. 

Canton answered with 
Stackhouse's one-yard score with 
58 seconds left to go up, 147. Then, 
at the 8:41 mark, Saline's Nick 
Moeller busted out a 27-yard run to

The tide turned to Canton's 
favor the rest of the first half: 


Stackhouse escaped for a 53- 
yard jaunt at the 7:33 mark and 
Delapaz, with his first and only 
pass of the night, found a wide- 
open senior tight end Todd Turfe 
for a 29-yard score with 2:54 left in 
the second frame. 

Saline had a chance to cut into 
the lead at the end of the half but 
Canton's Justin Sneddon recovered 
a loose fumble with 15 seconds left. 

Stackhouse put the game out of 
reach with an 86-yard touchdown 
at 9:15 of the third-the period's only 
mark. He capped off the scoring for 
the Chiefs with an eight-yard score 
at 9:07 of the fourth. 

Saline saved a second-half 


shutout with a 17-yard pass from 


Moeller to Evan Kourtjian with 
3:24 left to play. 

Other than a few miscues in the 

third quarter, Baechler said he 
liked what he saw from his offense. 
_ "T thought we had.a couple of 
drives there in the third quarter 
where I thought we could really 
put things away," he said. "We had 
the fumble and we missed a block 
on second down and on fourth 
down my tight end didn't get out 
there.
